POST-MASTER'S TRAINING PROGRAM 
AT MENNINGER CLINIC 


A one-year post-master’s training program in psychiatric 
social casework and social group work began September 1, 
1959, in three of the clinical services at the Menninger Clinic, 
Topeka, Kansas—the Adult Outpatient Service, the Child 
Psychiatry Service, and, for the social group work training, 
the C. F. Menninger Memorial Hospital Service. 


In recent years, the Menninger Clinic has developed post- 
doctoral nroe72™s in psychiatry and psychology. Correspond- 
ing wi ‘nd tor more highly trained personnel in 
psychia - recognition of need for more competent 
social wora practitioners. This training program is designed 
to assure the trainee of experiences which will hasten his 
professional development and maturation in the clinical prac- 
tice of psychiatric social work. Selected and limited clinical 
assignments permit close teaching supervision, attendance at 
social work seminars, and participation in selected educational 
activities offered by the Menninger Foundation School of Psy- 
chiatry. The focus of the clinical training is on social work 
practice in the collaborative undertakings of diagnostic ap- 
praisal and treatment with representatives of other 
disciplines. 


Following announcement of the training program in May, 
1959, 132 people had made inquiry about it by September 1. 
Application procedure was completed by 27 persons, and 32 
expressed interest in being considered for the program in 1960.
